Magnesite Corporation Limited, is essential for maintaining supplies and services 
essential to the life of the community; 

Now. therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-rule (1) of rule 
119 of the Defence and Internal Security of India Rules, 1971, the Central Gov¬ 
ernment hereby declares thesald employment to be an employment to which 
rule 119 of the said rules applies,

S.O. 776(E).—Whereas the Central Government has, by the notification of the 
Government of India in the Ministry of Labour S.O. No. S. 42011/9/76-DIA(i) 
dated the 4th December, 1976 declared that any employment in the magnesite 
mines and calculation and refractory making plants in tfi« Salem District in 
Tamil Nadu of (i) Messrs Burn Standard Company Limited, (ii) Messrs Salem 
Magnesite (Private) Limited and (iii) Messrs Dalmia Magnesite Corporation 
Limited, to be employment to which rule 119 of the Defence and Internal Security 
of India Rules 1971 applies; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by subrule (4) of rule 
119 of the Defence and Internal Security of India Rules, 1971, the Central 
Government hereby regulates the basic wages and dearness allowance, in respect 
of the categories of workers, referred to in the Schedule annexed hereto 
engaged in such employment, in the manner specified in the Schedule aforesaid. 

The Schedule 


(i) The minimum basic daily wage of unskilled workers, who are at 

present drawing less than Rs. 2.60 shall be brought up to Rs. 2.60. 

(ii) Out of the variable dearness allowance of Rg. 146.68 per month or 

Rs. 5.60 per day, which the unskilled workers are drawing at 
present, an amount of Rs. 4 40 per day shall be added to tV daily- 
wage. making the new minimum basic wage of an unskilled worker 
Rs. 7/- petr day. 

(iii) On similar lines as at (i) and (ii) above, the basic daily wage of 

semi-skilled and skilled I, II and III workers will first be brought 
up to the levels of the category-wise ‘highest’ starting level and 
to this shall be added Rs. 4.40 per day (same variable dearness 
allowance is available to all workers in each category) to arrive 
at the new daily basic wage payable to them. The new minimum 
basic waftes of semi-skilled, skilled III. II and 1 workers shall thus 
be Rs. 7,43. Rs/7 96, Rs. 8.16 and R»- 8.44 per day, respectively. 


(iv) Rs. 114.40 per month from the present variable dearness allowance 
of Rs. 145.68 per month shall be merged, into the basic wage and 
the remaining amount of Rs. 31.28 per month (that is Rs- 1.20 per 
day) will be treiated as fixed dearness allowance for all categories 
of workers, and will not be affected by changes In the Cost qJ 
Living Index. 


(v) In addition, a sum of Rs. 39 per month (that is Rs. 1-BO per day 
for the dally rated worker, on the basis of 26 working days) 
shall be allowed as variable dearness allowance. The companies 
referred to in this Order shall change over from Madras cost of 
living Index base 1936=100 to the All India Consumer Price Index 
(1960 = 100) The revision of dearness allowance shall bo QUax erly 
a s against the existing practice of monthly adjustments and also 
future adjustments of the dearness allowance shall be at the rare 
of Rs, 1.30 per point on all India Index The quarterly average 
to be adopted would be on the basis of the average of the Con¬ 
sumer Price. Index Numbers for the months of December, 1975 
January, 1976 and February, 1976. which average works out to

point. If the quarterly average Consumer Price Index drops 
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268 the variable dearness allowance shall drop to nil and the 
workers will receive the basic pay at the minimum of Rs. 7 and 
fixed dearness allowance of Rs. 1.20 d. per day. 

(vi) The nay scales of all categories of workers would be restructured 

maintaining the existing inter-se differences both in the doily basic 
rates as well as in the oav scales. The detailed restructuring includ¬ 
ing incremental ratefe as well as the length of Day scales shall be 
locally settled on a uniform basis for all the three companies. This 
Order shall not unset any other special arrangements that may be 
in vogue in any of the companies referred to herein which are more 
advantageous to the workmen. 

(vii) The revised arrangements will be in operation for 3 years or until the 

Defence and Internal Security of India Rules, 1971 ceases to be it) 
force, whichever is earlier. 

(viiij Where, in respect of any period on and from the 1st day of April, 
1976, and the date of publication of this Order in the Official 
Gazette, any worker to whom this Order applies was paid wages 
and dearness allowance at rates lower than the rates to which he 
would have been entitled to were this Order in force on and from 
that date, he shall be paid forthwith, in relation to the period afore¬ 
said. the difference between the wages and dearness allowance ac¬ 
tually paid to him and the wages and dearness allowance to which 
he would have been entltlsd to were this Order in force on and 
from the 1st day of April. 1976, and such payment shall be in addi¬ 
tion to the amount he would otherwise be entitled to under this 
Order, 

Explanation.—The classification of workers into unskilled, semi-skilled and 
skilled III. II, and I shall be on the same basis as is at present adopt¬ 
ed bv the companies referred to in this Order in magnesite mines, 
calcination and refractory making plants.
